The Willard Famly 


Joseph N. Willard was born in The 
Dalles, Oregon, on 6/19/22. His 

wife, Helen Thompson, was born in 
Alberta, Canada on 6/23/22. They both 
graduated from Rufus High School, 
Sherman County, Oregon, in 1940, 

and after further education came to 
Portland for their first employment, 
Helen as a secretary and Joe asa 
machinist. They were married in 

April 1942, and Joe enlisted in the 
Navy in October 1942, serving ona 
minesweeper in the South Pacific until 
his return to Oregon in December 1945. 


In April 1948, Joe and Helen moved to 
-, SE 141st with their three daughters, 


~ Beverley Jo, Peggy Anne, and Carol 


Jean. Those first years in this area were 


__ rough ones for the family. Joe had to 


have spinal surgery and was unable 

to work for a year. However, they had 
an acre of land anda barn with the 
house. They purchased a cow, a pig and 
chickens, planted a garden and berries, 


and Helen worked part-time asia tsi 


ates! Rae ee oe ie 
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waitress so they did manage to: survive 
and keep the new home: Apel 
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When he was able, Joe returned to his 
job at CWS Grinding and Machine 
Works where he was employed until 
his death in 1983. He also built a shop 
where he could work evenings and 
weekends for people who needed an 
honest mechanic at a fair price. He 
built some fantastic machinery for 
some of his customers. One of the most 
neat and useful things he built for 
himself was a tractor and cart for use 
on this “city farm”. He also had a well 
drilled as they were getting courtesy 
water from Powell Valley and he did not 
want to pay the high cost nor to depend 
on the availability. Helen and girls 
were involved in 4-H, and the girls won 
many blue ribbons at the County and 
State Fairs. This included Irene Lucille, 
completing the family.

All 
four girls attended North Powellhurst 
Grade School, and the three oldest went 
to South Powellhurst. Lucy was the only 
one who went to Floyd Light Middle 
School. Beverley was an average student 
who was very active in 4-H and attended 
every football and basketball game 
during junior and senior years. 


Beverley graduated from DDHS in 
1961. She worked in Portland for a year 
then moved to Beaverton to work for 
Tektronix for 10 years. She met Robert 
Lyons during this time and married him 
in 1968. The lived in Beaverton until 
their daughter, Pamela, was born in 
April 1971. When Pam was 6 years old, 
they moved back to the eastside and 
bought the home where Bev and her 
sisters were raised. Bob continued to 
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Schools. Pam is now a senior at DDHS, 
the editor of the Highlander and 
President of the Speech club. She intends 
to major in journalism in college. Joe isa 
freshman, a member of the speech club, 
and a volunteer at the Midland Library 
two days a week.

ABOUT ME: I was born in Portland a long time ago and 
lived most of that time in the house I live in now. My 
parents were both raised around The Dalles and both sets 
of grandparents were very influential in my life. I have 
three sisters, two children, one grandson, several nieces 
and nephews and their children who all still live in the 
Portland area. When all 23 of us get together, and we 

do every summer, it’s quite a lively party. The neighbors 
join in too. 

STARTED KNITTING: My maternal grandmother and 
great-gramma started teaching me how to knit and 

sew (and make a proper bed) when I was about seven - 
again along time ago. Great-gramma was German sol 
learned Continental very early. I don’t remember it being 
difficult at the time but I’m sure both grandmothers 
made me start over many times. I do remember when 

I was ten years old knitting soakers for my little sister 
when she was born. I wandered around several other 
crafts for a few years (macramé, crewel embroidery and 
quilting) before coming back to knitting about 10 years 
ago when my little-soaker sister wanted to learn how to 
knit socks. [had to teach myself how to knit a sock first 
and I haven't stopped knitting or teaching since. 


FAVORITE PATTERN: I really don't have a favorite 
pattern — I always enjoy the one I’m currently working 
on. I do like to knit socks and shawls but almost 
anything done with sticks and string will do ina pinch. 


SKILLS TO LEARN: I like learning new techniques all the 
time and would like to do some knitted /beaded jewelry. 
My grandfather could tat and tried to teach me but it 
didn’t take - I would love to learn. 


Finally, because my grandmothers taught me to knit I 
feel obligated to pass it on so I started teaching knitting 
at my grandson's grade school about 5 years ago. The 
school has a wonderful after school program with many 
different types of classes from ceramics and art to Lego 
robotics. Istarted with 2nd and 3rd graders one day 

a week and it became so popular I added another day. 
One class has morphed into “Fiber Arts” where the kids 
start with finger knitting, then Kumihimo and if there 
is time we do some fabric painting and learn how to sew 
on buttons. Most of the kids - girls and boys - call me 
gramma, and I love it. 


Bev wrote this biography in 2014 for her position on the 
Board of the Tigard Knitter's Guild. 


These pictures don't tell the whole story. When I met 
Farzin almost 2 years ago I was depressed, unhappy, 
and unmotivated to do anything to change my 
situation. My sister pushed me to at least meet with 
Farzin and talk about training with him. After an 

hour talking to him and listening to what he said I 
decided to try—what did I have to lose? When I started 
I could barely walk a block without my hip or back 
hurting nor could I walk up a flight of stairs without 
becoming winded. We started slowly at first. He taught 
me proper technique using the equipment, how to 
breathe while doing exercises, and set up a routine foe 
me that changed as I made progress. Everything was 
designed for me and my abilities at that time. Over 
time Farzin started increasing the weight and reps to 
help me increase my strength, stamina, and flexibility. 
IT WORKED!!! 


Ihave lost over 60 pounds, gone down several pant 
sizes, can walk many blocks without hurting and I feel 
like a new person. My family says 1 AM a new person. 
I’m happy and have a much more positive attitude now. 
Of course I had to change the way IJ eat too and that’s 
been the hardest thing to change. Farzin has helped, 
supported, and encouraged me all the way. 


I still have about 40 pounds to go and a lifetime of 
working out. I will not go back to the “old” Bev. 1 like 
the new Bev. 


Bev wrote this in April 2017 in part of a 
recommendation for her personal trainer.

Since my 
parents moved 
so many times 
from 1922 until 
1936 I actually 
did not live 
in Sherman 
County so very 
_ many years, 
but I feel my 
_ roots are pretty 
' well tangled 
up in Rufus 
with my Great 
Grandparents, 
Grandma and 
Grandpa Deyo 
and my mother 
and father 
and friends. I 
started school 
' inthe old 
* school building 
* that is now 
known as the 
Grange Hall. The ‘new’ school building 
was being built that year and had a part 
in the school play which we practiced on 
the stage at the new school building . To 
my everlasting disgrace I got sick on stage 
and was quite ill with Scarlet Fever and 
quarantined and missed the play...besides 
making “Uncle Clint” most disgusted with 
me as he had to be quarantined too. 


Clint thought it ridiculous that he became 
an uncle at 8 years of age, and certainly 
when he was 17 or 18 he didn’t want me 
calling him uncle...which I did anyway, 
partly to annoy him, partly because I 
thought he was so wonderful. 


One year Uncle Clint gave me an autograph 
book for my birthday and it is one of my 
treasures yet today. There are many really 
great verses. Here area couple of them: 


October 26, 1936 

“Isn't it strange that Princes and Kings 
And clowns that caper in sawdust rings, 
And just plan folks like you an me, 

Are builders for Eternity? 

To each is given a bag of tools; 

A shapeless mass and a book of rules, 
And each must make, ‘ere life is flown, 
A stumbling block, or a’ stepping-stone.”

Soon after that my parents went to Sequoia 
National park to work. Carl's sister, Dana, 
was there and was sure they could get 
employment. They worked in the park for 
seven years, mom as acook and dad asa 
roustabout. When they had saved enough 
money, away they went to homestead in 
Canada again. As stated before, this didn't 
work out and we returned to Rufus in 1936. 
I was in 8th grade in Canada but was given 
an examination and promoted to high 
school. Even then our U.S. schools were 
behind other countries in education. 


Our high school enrollment at Rufus was 
never a large one, but we always had an 
outstanding boys basketball team, coached 
by John Jenkins all the years I attended. 

We girls had a fairly good volleyball team, 
too, although in 1938-39 we only had six 
girls in high school. We still gave the larger 
schools some pretty stiff competition. Iam 
still in touch with our teacher and coach, 
Martha Hoover, and she often chuckles 
about my “sizzling overhand serve.” 
Martha also recalls that we won the county 
championship that year. 


One of my fondest memories is Vivian 


Trounce, a lovely little English lady who 
taught piano. We, who took lessons from 
her, were fortunate indeed. Imagine the 
opportunity of free piano lessons in high 
school! Iam sorry I couldn't take advantage 
of the music scholarship from Willamette 
University that was offered me, but money 
was pretty scarce and I needed a skill to 
earn a living. Uncle Clint said could come 
to Salem and live with him and Libby ifI 
would take business course, a suggestion 
which is still serving me well after nearly 
50 years. 


When Grandma Deyo lived in the old 
school house, we stayed with her and Uncle 
Clint for awhile. She had her kitchen in the 
basement and that room was always cool 
even on the warmest of summer days. Half 
of the upstairs was used as a dance hall 

and in the top of the partition was a small 
peephole through which one could watch 
the dancers. When I was about 15 my folks 
let me go to the dance alone one night, 

and wouldn't you know that my dad was 
“peeping” through this hole when I went 
outside with some other girls. He came out 
to see what was going on and found the 
girls smoking and figured I was doing it 
too, some made me come home then and 
there and after that I could only go if my 
parents went. 


In my junior year of high school, county 
superintendent, Wily Knighten, inspired 
meé to raise a Black Angus calf for a 4-H 
project. Iborrowed money from the 

U.S. Bank to buy and feed the calf, who 
Inamed “Butch”. It was a great learning 
experience. I had to take care of him 
myself. I fed, bathed, curried, and learned 
to “show” him, and after a couple of blue 
and red ribbons at the Sherman County 
Fair, took him to the Pacific International 


in Portland. I could not go the day he was 
shipped, and Frankie LeMaster said he 
would take care of Butch until I could get 
there. Well, Butch was so spoiled and used 
to me, he wouldn't eat or drink until I got 
there. Frankie was really worried since 

it was two days since Butch had eaten or 
drunk anything. Needless to say he really 
dug into the feed and water once I there. 

I shed a few tears when Safeway bought 
him, and we didn't buy beef at Safeway for 
a couple of months. I did get paid enough 
to pay off the bank, but my profit was not 
money...only experience. Also that year I 
knew the guy for me was Joe Willard. He 
didn’t know it until the following year, 
however. 


As I recall, the only church in Rufus was 
the Nazarene Church, which I attended for 
two or three years. They frequently hada 
traveling Evangelist who painted pictures 
in a matter of minutes while he was talking 
about some biblical story. The church was 
always full to capacity whenever one of 
these preachers came to town. I still have 
one of the paintings. 


For a couple of summers I picked cherries 
at the Walt Morris place. I remember 

the first time I climbed one of those tall 
ladders. I was scared to death, but it didn't 
take long to get used to it and it was a great 
way to make a few dollars for the summer. 
The year I was 16 I had a job at the Poplar 
Grove Auto Court run by Charlie Wilson. I 
clean cabins and made beds for $1.00 a day. 
The next summer I was planning to work 
there again until 1 got the chance to cook 
during harvest for Bob Davis for $2.00 a 
day. I was thrilled to make so mush money 
even though the days were long...4:30 AM

until 9 or 10 PM depending on whether 
or not someone helped me clean up the 
kitchen after supper. Bob was a good 
friend, and my folks and I thought a lot of 
him. 


One of the big events of the months was 
the occasional movie in The Dalles, or the 
dance at the Grange Hall. My first “real” 
date with Joe Willard was to see Gone 
with the Wind; it is still one of my favorite 
movies. 


Summertime was a fun time for me. The 
path to the old swimming hold where 
several of us spent much time as moms 
would allow, was through the Glen 
Thompson property east of Rufus. Mrs. 
Thompson let us change clothes in her 
house... I haven't been down that way since 
I graduated from high school but I suppose 
the building of The Dalles Dam has 
changes so many things—our swimming 
hole is gone, as are the beautiful sand 
flowers we used for decorating the gym for 
graduations and spring dances...and the 
geese that nested along the banks, only a 
very few to be seen. 


After graduating from Rufus High School 
in 1940, I took a business course in Salem 
and was employed the following year in 
Portland Oregon. Joseph Nelson Willard, 
from Biggs, also graduated from Rufus 
High School in 1940 and took diesel 
training and a course in welding. He 
worked in Portland too, and in the spring 
of 1942 we were married. Joe joined the 
Navy in the fall of 1942, and served on 

a minesweeper in the South pacific. I 
returned to Rufus to live with my parents 
for the duration after the birth of Beverley 
Join uly. of of 1943. I worked at the poplas

Station and 
Restaurant 
until Joe’s 
return in 
1945 when 
we moved 
to Portland 
where 
Joe was 
employed 
asa 
machinist. 
In 1948 we 
purchased 
a house 
and an 
acre of ground in the southeast 
Portland area, and Joe built a shop in the 
rear of the property. Three more daughters 
were born to us, Peggy Anne, Carol Jean, 
and Irene Lucille. 


A couple of years after my Dad died, Mama 
moved toa little house across the street 
from us and then, when we built a new 
house'she moved in with Joe and meas her 
health was’ failing.

Herman Burmester, his wife Ily and 
daughter Cora left Iowa about the same 
time Helena Deyo and family came to 
Oregon, but they went on to Tacoma, 
Washington area for several years. He 

and Ily were divorced and Herman came 

to Moro, Oregon to open a tailor shop. He 
had been employed by Kaiser Bill as a tailor 
when he lived in Germany. He was said to 
be very efficient and could look at a person, 
take measurements, and cut and sew a suit 
of clothes without a pattern, for a perfect 
fit. His wife, Ily, died in Tacoma in 1926. His 
daughter, Cora, is still living near Tacoma 
in a masonic Home. Herman died in The 
Dalles hospital in February 1948 and is 
buried in the Wasco Cemetery. 


Delbert Henry Deyo was born in 1898 to CC. 
Deyo and Helena. He weighed only one and 
one-half pounds at birth and was kept alive 
by putting his basket on the oven door and 
sleeping on Grandma Burmester’s chest at 
night. In September 1899 Irene was born 
and in 1901 the family moved from Omaha 
to Sherman County Oregon to homestead. 

_ Their place was located at the mouth of 
Scott Canyon, about a half mile above 
Rufus. They raised garden and turkeys, 
chickens, pigs, etc. . 


- Heinrich and Catherine Burmester lived in 
Sherman County until his death in1908 and 
her death in 1922. They are buried in the 

_ Wasco Cemetery. 


In 1902 Mr Deyo purchased the general 
store, pool room, and dance hall from 
Charles Hoggard. I have been told there 
were many good times in that dance hall 
above the store building. Mr. Deyo was a 
_ Justice of the Peace in the early 1900’s and 
om then on was known as “Judge” Deyo. 
e carried a wide variety of groceries and 
‘ andise, and had a slogan of “dealers 


and made most of her own clothing, 

as well as clothes for the children and 
friends. The Deyo family lived in the rear 
of the store building, and this is where the 
third child, Clinton Clyde Deyo was born 
in June 1914. In 1925 Judge Deyo built a 
new store on Highway 30, enlarging the 
stock and installing gas pumps as well. 
Those were prohibition days, and it seems 
that the “Judge” made a deal with a local 
“moonshiner’” to sell pint jars of the drink 
and they split the proceeds 50-50. He stored 
these pint containers inside the casing of 
the gas pumps and it looked like he dida 
terrific business selling gas, when actually 
a good percentage of the stops were for 
moonshine! 


Sol Coats and Joe Lindeman were frequent 
visitors at the store and in the summertime 
could be found swapping stories on 

the porch of the store, (which was later 
enclosed) and as the weather grew colder, 
moving indoors around the wood stove. A 
fire caused by that stove took Judge Deyo’s 
life in 1929. 


Mrs. Deyo continued to run the store 

until 1937 when she sold the building to 

the Addington family. Later on Johnny 
Mathieson bought the building and tore 

it down. An attractive house and yard are 
on that side today, where John’s sister, Jean 
Thompson, lived for several years. After the 
new Rufus School building was finished 

in 1929, Mrs. Deyo bought the old school 
building and after some alterations, lived 
in that building for a good many years, as 
did Clinton. It is now and has been for many 
years the Rufus Grange Hall. She worked in

her son Delbert’s tavern/lunch counter for 
several years after she sold the store. She 
moved to Terrebonne with her daughter 
Irene in 1960-61. From there she moved to 
Salem with son Clint and later lived in the 
Methodist Home until her death at age 98 
1/2 in 1973. 


In 1928 Delbert H Deyo married Stella 
Hubbard, a Rufus school teacher. They 
had four children Caroline, David, and 
twins, Martha and Eunice. Delbert worked 
with his dad in the store for several years. 
They frequently disagreed and finally 

one argument led to Judge Deyo “firing” 
Delbert. He worked at a variety of jobs 
including the wheat warehouse. Not 
satisfied working for someone else he 
converted his garage into the first “Rufus 
Tavern” and lunch counter. He used the ‘ice 
cream parlor table and chairs’ from the old 
Deyo store and eventually dug a basement 
and enlarged the building. Some of the 
Rufus school kids spent a good share of 
their noon break at Delbert’s eating their 
lunch, candy bars, and ice cream. Delbert 
used a “special” salad dressing prepared 
by Frances Foister that many folks liked 
very much. Since no one knew her recipe 
he had to buy ‘ready made’ salad dressing 
from the wholesaler after Frances died. 
He operated the tavern for several years, 
finally selling to Hart and Lila Hailey, and 
moving to Washington State to farm. At 
this writing in 1989 Stella is still living on 
the farm which her son David operates. 


Eunice and Martha still live in Washington 
with their families and Caroline lives in 
Salem. Delbert died in 1970. 


The Rufus Tavern is now known as Frosty’s 
and is considerably larger, has a full bar 
and restaurant. 


Clinton Clyde Deyo married Elizabeth 
Ashbaugh, a Rufus school teacher in 1938. 
He worked for the Highway department 
part-time, after graduating from Rufus 
High School, he also worked for PWA, then 
as a State Trooper. He was employed by the 
Highway Department as a weighmaster 

in 1941, joined the Coast Guard in 1942, 
and returned to the Highway Department 
as a weighmaster after World War II. 

He retired as head of that department 

in 1977. Elizabeth gave up teaching and 
was employed by the State of Oregon 
Employment Division, retiring as Program 
Executive. They lived in Salem for many 
years, spending weekends at Depoe Bay 
where they built the house they retired to 
in 1977. They are still living at Depoe Bay.

The Thompsons have worked with 
rocks for the past 35 years and 

their excitement for the wonders 
unfolded by the saw and sander 

has not diminished. In addition to 
thundereggs, agates, and picture 
rocks, they have a large collection of 
arrowheads, fossils, spheres from all 
over the country, petrified woods and 
fishnet floats. One float came from 
Russia, and one has the hammer and 
sickle insignia imprinted on the glass. 


Among the 700 thundereggs 

are samples from every known 
thunderegg bed in the country, 
ranging from Montana to Mexico, 
and a great variety came from Central 
Oregon beds. 


The Thompsons lived in Rufus for 30 
years before moving to Redmond six 
years ago. They owned and operated 
the Arrowhead Motel in that area, 
collecting geological specimens in 
their spare time. Many years ago they 
made a trip to the Rowena area on 
the Columbia River Highway. Mrs. 
Thompson found a piece of petrified 
wood which was unearthed from 60 
feet underground by a power shovel 
operator working on a highway 
project. 


Perfect Squirrels Found 


Upon cutting it in half, they discovered 
a formation of two squirrels, one in 
each half. They polished the stones 
and mounted them side by side, as 
shown in the picture accompanying 
this story. A find of this kind is most 


‘unusual, and for this reason the two. 


“perfect squirrels” have been sought by 


collectors and museums. 


Although their interest in rocks dates 
back many years, the Thompsons did 
not begin to make tables, clocks, and 
other articles until about six years ago. 
Now they make and sell, in addition to 
tables and clocks, trivets, ink stands,

ash trays, paper weights and lamp 
shades. No two items are alike, and 
much time and thought goes in to the 
styling of each. Being retired, they 
can spend as much time as they like 
on this hobby. They have a workshop, 
complete with modern machinery 
and equipment, and do all their own 
cutting and polishing. 


Several tables of great age, beautifully 
and elaborately topped in agate, are 

in their home. They specialize in 
antique bases, and design the tops. 
One table from Nebraska dates back 
to 1859, another is from the collection 
of Klondike Kate. An antique wicker 
table has a top made of sliced petrified 
woods in a wide variety of grains and 
colors, including sycamore, golden 
oak, and an unknown kind from Cow 
Valley. Rose quartz and chrysocolla fill 
the spaces between the rock slices. 


Members of Mineralities 


The Thompsons are charter members 
of the Tyee Mineralities in The Dalles. 
They belong to the Juniper Rock Club, 
as well as several other organizations, 
such as the mason, and Eastern 

Star, but rarely attend many social 
functions as their home is well filled 
with their hobbies and associations 
with friends.

In the early 2000s I met Sunrise Cemetery 
sexton Mark Fields who takes great care of the grounds and 
records. He shared that Henry and Catherine Burmester’s son-in- 
law, CCC Deyo, had purchased 6 spaces here for the family. When 
CCC Deyo passed away in 1929, he became the first of many Willard 
ancestors to be buried at Odd Fellows. In Oregon, a cemetery manager 
that has no record of verbal or written contact for 75 years with the 
owner or family member is determined to be an unclaimed space. 
Ihave placed a record of contact on file o that the spaces remain 
available for family members including myself more than 100 years 
after CCC Deyo purchased the plot for his family.

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For as long as I can remember, I've been coming 
to the Odd Fellows (IOOF) Cemetery in The Dalles 
to visit family members, decorate with flowers, 
and clean and preserve headstones. Every year 
on Memorial Day weekend, my Grandma Helen 
Willard and I, along with my aunts and cousins, 
would visit the grounds. Sometimes on our way 
from Portland, we'd stop to pick up grandma's 
friend Bessie Huck in Parkdale who also had 
family interred there. We'd all meet up there with 
grandma's sister-in-law Iva Bishop and her family. 
With irises and roses from Grandma's garden 

& lilacs and rhododendrons from my mom's 
yard—I would help make sure that each family 
member’s marker received care, decoration, and 
remembrance. 


My first funeral at the cemetery was for my 
Grandpa Willard in 1983. remember my mom 
holding my 9-year-old hand and telling me as 
much as I could understand. I remember the 21 gun 
salute, the flag draped over his coffin, that the older 
people sat in the chairs in front of a large crowd of 
family and friends standing behind. 


Eventually, Grandma Willard took me to Sunrise 
Cemetery outside of Wasco in Sherman County 
where her great grandparents Henry and Catherine 
Burmester were buried, 23 miles dues east of 

the IOOF Cemetery. Just like every cemetery trip 
together, I learned more about her and her family.

Years later, I volunteered as a 
cemetery preservationist in 
Portland and across the state of 
Oregon. In Portland, both my mom 
and I became founding members 
of the Friends of Lone Fir Cemetery, 
Portland's oldest cemetery. After 
training many cemetery managers 
across the state, my Aunt Lucy 
nicknamed me “Cemetery Joe”. 


As you walk the rows and sections 
of the IOOF cemetery, it’s easy 

to understand why Helen Deyo 
chose this spot for her husband 
Clinton when he passed in 1929. 
The majestic view of the Columbia 
River and the quiet trickle of Mill 
Creek have largely remained 
unchanged since she chose this 
spot. 


When Beverley Jo Lyons is interred in 2018, she 
will be the 4th generation of Willards interred at 
IOOF and the 5th generation of Willards buried 
in Oregon. Beverley’s great great grandmother 
Adaline Willard was buried at Salem Pioneer 
Cemetery in 1895.

Nelson Joshua Willard, city councilman of Molalla, died Monday 
morning after a long illness. He was born in St. Lawrence county, N.Y., 
January 22,1864, and moved to Wisconsin in 1868. 


He was married in Sparta, Wis., on Christmas day in 1884 to Alice 
Howard, who bore him six children. In 1889, the family moved to 
Oregon, settling in Salem. Moving to Biggs in Sherman county in 1911. 
Twelve years ago the family located at Molalla. 


Besides the widow, four children survive: Ira and Charles N. Willard of 
Molalla, Herbert H. Willard of Biggs and Mrs. M.H. Miller of Molalla. 


There are nine grandchildren and one brother, A.R. Willard of Molalla. 


Mr. Willard joined the A. F & A. M lodge in Salem 30 years ago and 
transferred to the Wasco lodge in 1912. He was elected for a four-year 
term as city councilman at Molalla in 1930. 


Funeral services were held Wednesday at 2 o'clock from the Everhart 
Funeral Home at Molalla, Rev. U.S. Crowder of Salem officiating. 
Interment was in the City View Cemetery in Salem.

woman, very fond of company and much 
liked by young and old.

In 1915, The Willard Family Association issued an 
updated second edition with the following history of 
our oldest known Willard relative, Simon Willard. 

A memoriam plaque for Simon Willard is in the 
Canterbury Cathedral crypt in Kent, England. 


MAJOR SIMON WILLARD, elder of the two 
brothers who founded the American Willard 
Family, was born at Horsmonden in the county 
of Kent, England, and baptized in the parish 
church there April 7, 1605. 


There is no record of his life there. His father, 
“as.we have seen, provided that he should be 
apprenticed to learn some trade or business, 
which was probably done; but his deeds and 
other documents on record do not specify any 
calling. It is probable that he had served in the 
army before coming hither, as he was appointed 
to drill soldiers here very soon after his arrival 
and called “a Kentish soldier” by a contemporary 
historian, Mr. Edward Johnson. He would seem 
to have married in England, but no record of. 
the wedding has been found, nor of the birth of 
any child there. Rev. John Willard,D.D. in his’. 
manuscript history of the family, states with 
no quotation of authority that Major Willard 
married in England Mary Sharpe; Mr. Joseph ; 
Willard, in his 1858 Memoir, has worked out her. 
__ history as daughter of Henry and Jane (Feylde) 
- Sharpe,of Horsmonden, baptized October 16, 
~ 1614; that she came with him to this country . 
and was the mother of at least one child before 
coming and several afterwards; that he married 
second Elizabeth Dunster, a sister of President 
Henry Dunster, of Harvard College, who died 
within a year, and that he married third Mary 


Dunster, cousin of Elizabeth, who survived him. — 


- Mr. Joseph Willard, in his Memoir, repeats and 
endorses this record in general, and quotes 
_ from a letter written to President Dunster by 
his father regarding the Dunster family. He also 
_ refers to Presid Dunster’s will, dated February 


of Joseph Hills’ wife whom President Dunster 
called “sister.” She was married in Massachusetts 
as “Helen Atkinson,” and what President 
Dunster said when bequeathing to “her children 
born in this country” implies that she had been 
a mother before coming hit her. Whether she 
was a sister of President Dunster or his wife 

or connected with them by some other means 
does not appear. But the Willard family are not 
concerned, inasmuch as the parentage of the 
wife of Major Simon Willard is made entirely 
clear. It would be extremely gratifying if some 
similar chain of evidence could be found to 
demonstrate the parentage and marriage of the 
first wife, known to have been a “Mary,” but only 
asserted to have been Sharpe. It is fair to say here 
that there is no mention in those Bury registers 
of any Dorothy Dunster, whom some have 
claimed as the bride of Major Willard’s brother 
George. Faith Dunster was recorded, who came 
hither and married John Page, of Groton. 


Major Simon Willard came to this country in the 
spring of 1634. This is proved by the testimony 
of Mrs. Elizabeth Bacon, of Hartford, Conn., 

who testified in court there that she “arrived in 
New England in the month of May, 1634,” and 
that “Mr. Willard and others of good account 
were passengers in the same ship.” This does not 


‘tell us whether he brought with him any of his 
family or not; it is simply inferred from his after 
~ history that his wife and at least one child were 


with him; and it has also been thought probable 
that his brother George Willard came at that 


_ time; but there is no proof of these points. 


We know, however, that on the fourth of August, 
1634, “Symon Willard” had a grant of land at 
Cambridge,where he resided for a year; and 


‘that then, August 25, 1635, he sold that property 


and joined others in founding the plantation to 
which they gave the beautiful name of Concord, 
home of agreeing men. | 


They bought their lands of the Indians in 1636

_ for long years. Major Willard was chosen 
representative to the General Court by the 
C mcord freemen at their first election, in 1636; 


el ways; was Haye successful as 
nbe Cee chairman, of committees 


and Salisbury in 1666 and in Dover and York in 
1675. 


He was chosen “Sergeant Major” of Middlesex 
County in 1653; was commander-in-chief of the 
Narragansett expedition in 1654 and 1655. On 
the breaking out of the Indian horror known 

as “King Philip's War,” in 1675, he performed 
valiant service. 


In 1659 he sold his Concord homestead and 
removed to Lancaster; after some twelve years 
he again removed to Groton and built a house 
and other buildings, and enjoyed much in the 
fourth home he had made in Massachusetts. 
But in the progress of King Philip’s War the town 
of Groton was attacked, and Indians burned 
Major Willard’s house in March, 1675-6, so that 
he had uncertain dwelling-places for himself 
and his family from that time forward. But he 
went on in his service, directing the movements 
of troops and relief expeditions, and bearing 
untold hardships and strain. This in his seventy- 
first year, too. 


The following month he was at Charlestown, 
probably resting awhile from his tremendous 
labors, when he was seized with an “epidemic 
cold” and died April 24, 1676, having just passed 
his seventy-first birthday. He was probably 
buried there. 


The “Memoir” gives in a very full fashion most 
interesting particulars of all the events of his 
long life, on which this article merely touches. 
No will was offered for probate and probably 
none was made. An inventory of the large estate 
was filed a year later. The widow struggled to 
care for the younger children and had a difficult 
problem; for while the Major had left great 
landed possessions there was very little ready 
money. Her second marriage probably lightened 
her labors, and the children became self- 
supporting in due time. She was married July 14, 
1680, to Dea. Joseph Noyes, of Sudbury, and died 
December 28, 1715, 85 years of age. 


By his first and third wives, it is believed, Major 
Willard had seventeen children. The town clerks 
failed to record the death of either the first or 
second wife or the marriage of either the second 
or third. Rev. Dr. John Willard's manuscript 

fails to tell which wife was mother of his own 
grandfather or of any other child of Major 
Willard. “Child of Simon and Mary,” the phrase 
of the clerks, does not tell us which Mary. After 
the death of Major Willard the widow Mary 
petitioned to the court for help, speaking of the 
special need of “six of her younger children,” 
which may imply that she was mother of more 
than six.

Simon and Mary Willard’s son Jonathan 
Willard married Mary Brown, born 
November 25, 1668 to Major Thomas and 
Patience Foster Browne, in 1690. Jonathan 
was a blacksmith. He lived at Roxbury and 
later, Sudbury. They had four children: 
Jonathan born June 27, 1693, Mary, Hannah, 
and Hepsibah. 


Jonathan’s and Mary Willard’s son Jonathan 
Willard married Mary Cooke of Cambridge 
in 1729. Jonathan had his home and land 
from his maternal grandfather, and in 

the right of his mother he inherited one 
seventh part of all Major Browne’s estates 
in Headcorn and Frittenden, County Kent, 
England. Jonathan and Mary Willard had 
13 children, including one Jonathan Willard 
born in Roxbury in 1720. 


This Jonathan Willard first married 

Sarah Childs and they had five children, 
including Samuel Willard born in 
Colchester, Connecticut, in 1745.

keeper and army contractor, and he passed 
away in his final home of Pawlet, VT. 


Samuel Willard married a daughter of 

his father’s third wife from a previous 
marriage, Sarah Stark. Samuel resided in 
Pawlet, VT and built “the old red grist mill” 
and was a colonel of militia in the later end 
of the French War. He died in 1788 at the 
age of 43 leaving 8 children including his 
son Benjamin, born September 22, 1777. 


The information above is from the 1858 and 
1915 Willard Family Memoirs. From this point, 
Mr. Joseph Lyons of Portland, completes the 
family history through arrival in Oregon: 


Benjamin Willard (1777-1861) married 


Sarah Sally Lakin (1777-1846) on February 2, 


1800 in Pawlet VT. They had eight children 
(Polly, George, Robert, Amanda, Archibald, 
Nancy, Robert, and Charles) before moving 
to their final home of Louisville, NY. 


Archibald Willard (1811-1882) was born 


and raised in Louisville NY. The next town 


along the St. Lawrence River is Massena, 
where Adaline Tucker was born to Joseph 
and Catherine (Church) Tucker. Archibald 


& Adaline had nine children at their home 
in Louisville, NY: Maria, Aucina, Arthur, ~ 
Loretta, Denson, Auburn, Joseph Rose, 
Sarah, and Nelson Joshua Willard. In 1870 
the family left the St. Lawrence valley 

to live in Sparta, Wisconsin when the 
youngest, Nelson Joshua, was 6 years old. 
Archibald died in Monroe, Wisconsin on 
November 11, 1882.

They had 4 small 
children. The oldest, Margaret, was 7 
and the youngest, Alta, was arounda 
year old.

It was an easier way to travel than 
the wagon train, as the people first 
came to Sherman County, but when 
you see pictures of trains of that time, 
you know it sure wasn't Amtrak. 


The Lindeman’s spent some time 
living with the Joe & Lila Morris family 
(Joe Lindeman and Lila Morris were 
brother and sister) . Later they were 
able to move to the Ramey place (that 
is where Trace and Nellie Fields built a 
beautiful home many years later).

moved to Camas. They didn’t like it 
there and moved back as soon as they 
could. 


Joe and Effie were later able to buy a 
piece of land about a mile east of Rufus 
and build a nice home on it, but they 
were never able to finish it as they 
planned. Their son, Bob, came home 


from. World War I after being gassed 
and he developed Tuberculosis. All 
the money they had was used to help 
keep him in a sanitarium in Southern 
California. Their new place was the 
kind that you were able to raise almost 
everything you needed to live. They 
bought flour, sugar, spices, kerosene, 
and clothes, and the rest came from 
the place. They had lots of fruit trees 
of most every kind, and a real big 
garden. There was a very good spring 
on the place and they put down a well 
too, but without electricity, water 
sometimes had to be carried and that 
was back-breaking work. They had 
two cows, and I remember two horses 
that could be ridden or used to pull 

a plow, lots of chickens and pigs too. 
It was a place where you got up at 
daylight and started working and went 
to bed at dark, so you wouldn't have 
to use the kerosene light if it wasn’t 
necessary. If you were lucky you got 

a couple of hours rest in the hottest 


i i ~48 ‘ =i a 
part of the day in the summer, but not 
during harvest. Then it was long hours 
and no rest. 


Joe worked in the warehouse at Rufus 
for many years. He was the manager, 
and at that time the manager went to 
the field and bought the wheat while 
it was being cut. Joe didn't drive, and 
during the war when his sons were 
both in the service, his daughter, Alta, 
took him around the farms and also 
weighed the sacks of wheat while 

the men (all older) did the stacking. 

It was hard work for all of them, but 
something they did to help “bring the 
boys home” and help the United States 
win the war. One lady they knew drove 
the team that hauled the wheat in to 
Rufus. After breakfast she brought a 
load of wheat into the warehouse, got 
home and fixed lunch for the harvest 
crew, then got another load to the 
warehouse in the afternoon, and home 
to make supper for the hungry men. It 
was a hard life, but they felt they were 
doing what they could to help. 


Joe also played the fiddle for the 
dances for many years. They were paid 
to play until midnight. Then the hat 
was passed around to get them to play 
longer. Most every time they made 
more in the couple of hours more that 
they played, than they did all the hours 
before. 


Joe’s family came from Hanover, 


i eee aed eee 


Germany, 

and he had a gruff and blunt way, 
but he was my Grandpa and I loved 
him dearly. I did just as he wanted 
me to do, not because I was afraid of 
him, but because I wanted to please 
him. One of my happiest memories of 
growing up, was when Grandpa played 
the fiddle. His Grandson, Howard Hill, 
played the banjo and I was doing my 
best to chord on the organ. Joseph 
died in 1936 at his home in Rufus and 
is buried in The Dalles not far from his 
daughter, Margaret. 


Effie (Hazzard) Lindeman was also 
from the Omaha area and was from 

a Scottish family with some Welch 
background too. She was a very sweet 
lady who worked real hard most all 
her life. She always made the best of 
whatever life brought her. She was 
one that didn’t complain, and had 

a sweet smile for everyone. She did 
beautiful handwork and tatting was 
her special liking. If she wasn’t busy in 
her home or garden (either vegetables 
or flowers) she could be found with 

a tatting shuttle making something 
pretty. 

Effie was also a very good cook and 
made the best Angel Food cake. Eggs 
were almost always plentiful with all 
the chickens. She cooked on an old 
woodstove and could tell when the 
stove was just the right temperature 
by putting her hand in the oven to 
feel how hot it was. Grandpa was - so 
proud of her cooking, and was always

Ican 
remember when the 
three of us would be 
sitting on their front 
porch and Grandma 
would ask me what 
_ I wanted for supper. 
' Before I could think 
of anything to say, 
Grandpa would speak up. 
“Tell her fried onions.” It was always 
the same answer from her. “Tell him 
if he will peel and slice them we 
will have fried onions.” There would 
probably be eggs cooked in lard and 
ham or bacon. Such cholesterol! 
Grandpa lived to be 79 and Grandma 
85, so guess when you worked as 
hard as they did, cholesterol doesn’t 
count. 


After Grandpa died Grandma tried to 
stay on the place, but just wasn’t able 
to do the hard work alone. She moved 
to Biggs to live with her daughter, 
Alta, and son-in-law, Herbert Willard. 
She also stayed part of the time with 
her son, Clarance, and his wife, Rose 
Lindeman, at Poplar Grove. Rose 
Lindeman died in 1934 and Alta died 
in 1943. Effie then moved to The Dalles 
to spend the rest of her life with Nellie 
Morris and Clara Macnab. Those dear 
ladies were her nieces; daughters of 
Joe and Lila Morris, the same family 
that Effie and Joe Lindeman had lived 
with when they first came to Oregon. 
She died in 1945 and is buried beside 
her husband in The Dalles. 


Margaret Lindeman married Herbert 
Hill and they had a pretty little home 
between Rufus and her folks home. 
She died of tuberculosis in 1925. She 
left a husband and two sons, Howard, 
(Jim), and Robert (Bun) Hill. After 
their mother’s death, the boys 
stayed part-time with theirdad 
and also with their grandparents.

Bob Lindeman was in World War I, like 
his brother Clarance, but he wasn't 
as lucky, and was hit with gas that 
the Germans were using then.

There wasn’t a road between 
Biggs and Rufus at that time, so she 
walked along the railroad track on 
Friday nights until one of her brothers 
would meet her, and take her to Rufus 
and her folks place. There was a road as 
far as Grant, so she had to walk about 
one-half way (about 2-1/2 miles) and 

on Sunday it meant a walk back. It was 
quite a few years later before a road was 
built along the cliff above the railroad 
track. Alta also taught at Rufus, but 
that was a bigger school and was in the 
building that is now the Grange Hall. 
She enjoyed the years she taught and 
was always interested in hearing news 
of the students she had taught. 


Alta married Herbert Willard June 3, 
1920 soon after he came home from 
the service. They had two children, 
Iva Willard (Bishop), me and Joseph N. 


- Willard. Joe and I also went all through 
grade and high school at Rufus. Joe 
‘went on to diesel training and welding 


school and married Helen Thompson 


of Rufus. When he returned from the 
_ Navy in 1945, they moved to Portland. 
. c! Pik od had four daughters, Beverly Jo, 
Peggy Ann, Carol Jean and Irene Lucille. 
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Joe passed away in 1983. His wife and 
children still live in and around the 
Portland area. 


I married Ronald Bishop, an agent 
operator, for the Union Pacific Railroad 
there at Biggs. We had one daughter, 
Barbara L. Bishop. She went the first 
three years to school at Rufus like her 
mother, Grandma, and many more of 
her family. In 1955, The Dalles Dam 
took the house we were living in and 
changed the railroad jobs, so we moved 
to Echo. After 43 years on the railroad 
Ronald retired. He passed away in 1988. 


I was the last of the Lindeman 
grandchildren to leave the Biggs/Rufus 
area, but I still look forward to the 
reunions and visits with friends that I 
had growing up. 


In Sherman County: For the Record says 
the Lindeman Family all moved away. 
That is incorrect. Of the six people that 
got off the train at Grant 96 years ago, 
only two moved from the area. Bob, 
because he couldn't stand the cold 
winters (he talked of his home so much 
he was called Rufus Lindeman fora 
long time) and Clarance who went to 
live closer to Bob when he had lost all 
the rest of the family, and he came back 
every summer that he was able to make 
the trip. No, the Lindemans never did 
just move away.

Hi Sisters, 


| decided to 
use the word 
processor 
instead of email 
this morning. It’s easier, 
does spell check better and I can save, do something else for a 
while and come back later. | always remember something else | 
wanted to say after | hit the send button. 


So after four trips out last night in boots that don’t come up high 
enough and a scarf that kept blowing off my head | finally got the 
furnace to work again. It never really shut down but the intake 
and exhaust pipes were covered by drifted snow and last night 
the purge drain froze. If the furnace can’t pump condensation 
out through the purge drain the unit shuts down. That’s what 
happened to Lucy’s furnace earlier so her experience helped me 
on that one. So | decided to try my hair dryer. Got all covered up, 
grabbed my hair dryer and went to get the extension cord. You 
know, one of those long orange things that usually hang someplace 
where you can get to it? Not this time. | first had to trudge 
through snow to my knees — my boots only come half way to my 
knees — then dig the snow away from the shed door to get to my 
extension cord. Of course the door was frozen shut but not too 
bad, the extension cord was half way back attached to the weed 
wacker and | had totally filled the shed with outdoor furniture and 
other stuff but | did get the extension cord. Plugged in the hair 
dryer, carefully holding the cord and hair dryer out of the moisture 
| tried warming the furnace pipes. | thought it would immediately 
thaw and everything would be just fine.
